Australia’s under

World Youth finals 


chances improving 


AUSTRALIA‘S chances of securing the 
World Youth Cup finals in 1991 for the 
second time have improved dramatically 
over the past few days. 


The decision would have been ‘made already, 
except that chairman Joao Havelange has had a 
back complaint which led to the scheduled FIFA 
meeting being deferred. 


The delay gave Australian Soccer Federation 
chairman Ian Brusasco a first rate opportunity to 
press Australia's case, whilst in Scotland to 
attend the World under 16 Tournament. 

The venue seems to have fined down to a two 
horse race between Australia and Portugal, with 
‘Nigeria nevertheless remaining in the running. 


~ Originally the series was to be awarded only to 
developing soccer countries, but this is now not 
quite so important so far as some leading officials 
are concerned, 

Winning the rights is very important, because 
it again would give Australia the opportunity to 
show its wares on the world stage, as well as 
prove the code’s potential within the Common- 
wealth. 

Both commercial and government television 
channels would be extremely keen to package the 
series. 


FIFA vice president Harry Cavan and Asian 
Confederation secretary Peter Veleppan have re- 
cently inspected likely venues in Australia. 


FIFA technical director Walter Gagg, who is 
also familiar with the Australian scene, said: 
“Australia gains from the fact that it has already 
conducted one Youth championship. 


“It has new leadership, so FIFA is treating the 

application separately from the past.” 
Nigeria is extremely keen to conduct the tourney, 
but they face an uphill battle as their standard of 
media communications is below that which FIFA 
requires. 

There is no doubt that FIFA will stage a Youth 
finals series in Africa as soon as it considers the 
media and stadia facilities meet with their spe- 
cifications. 


Australia hosted the tournament, won by West 
Germany, in 1981, and this time around would 
certainly be able to make a tremendous fist of it.

But it came very 
close. 

That day the Gods 
delivered and gave 
some 4,000 hardy souls 
a day they're not likely 
to forget. 

I know I won't. 

If you cannot recall 
South Melbourne's 4-4 
finals draw with Pre- 
ston in 1985, Olym- 
pic’s last-gasp 2-1 Cup 
final win that year, 
South Melbourne's in- 
jury-time 5-4 league 
win over Apia last sea- 
son or the 1988 Mar- 
coni v Sydney Croatia 
grand final, you prob- 
ably won't know what 
I'm talking about. 


Clinical 

But those games 
were, like the match 10 
days ago, compelling, 
engaging spectacles 
and a joyous celebra- 
tion of our wonderful 
code. 

They're worth re- 
membering. 

It's ironic that South 
Melbourne features in 
many of the games I've 
mentioned. 

Hellas hasn't won 
much since 1984, but 
it's no surprise that it 
enjoys the biggest and 
best support in the 
league. 

They lost this game 
as well, but lost no 
friends despite going 
down 4-3. 

Had Hellas not 
fought like Trojans to 
come back from 3-1 
down, this match 
would have been play- 
ed and forgotten like 
so many others. 

But as it was, 4,000 
of us sat spellbound in 
that miserable, misty 
Melbourne drizzle to 
watch a classic. 

The game started in 
fairly unspectacular 
style, although it was a 
day when I wasn’t en- 
cumbered with writing 
duties so I sat with the 
rank and file and fed 
off their passion for a 
home team victory. 

Not having to make 
a clinical dissection of 
all the action, I was 
able to sit back and 
take in the intensity of 


the unfolding drama. 

Twenty-four mi- 
nutes in wee Peter 
Tsolakis gave a hint of 
things to come when 
he evaded the wretch- 
ed bog in the middle of 
the ground and took a 
pass before pivoting 
and miraculously 
smacking a looping 20- 
metre shot into the 
Croatia net. 

Tasios ran in and 
clasped Tsolakis’ head. 

Eye-to-eye they en- 
joyed that marvellous 
goal for the split- 
second before almost 
the entire Hellas team 
converged on both for 
a group expression of 
love and joy. 

On the terraces the 
South Melbourne 
faithful followed suit. 

‘And just a word ab- 
out the fans. 

With flags and ban- 
ners and full-on chant- 
ing for the entire 90 
minutes there was al- 
ways a potential for 
trouble as both groups 
stood shoulder to 
shoulder. 

That trouble didn’t 
eventuate was an 
added bonus for both 
clubs. 

Melbourne Croatia's 
Zeljko Adzic is no 
longer flirting with 
greatness. 

I'm convinced that 
this guy is the genuine 
article after this 
display. 

He had a hand in 
Croatia's equaliser just 


three minutes later and 
it was the club’s newest 
hero, Francis Awar- 
itefe, who put the goal 
away. 

Surely not a single 
fan can dislike Awar- 
itefe — all legs and 
arms (and hair), he 
plays the game with 
such bravado and with 
such obvious 
pleasure. 

When he tucked the 
goal away his joy was 
infectious. He ran to 
the terraces and, with 
fists and legs pumping, 
he performed his now 
perfunctory celebra- 
tion dance, 

His grin was re- 
flected across the ter- 
races. 


High drama 


As half-time 
approached, the be- 
guiling Adzic was to 
wait until three mi- 
nutes after the break 
to produce his one true 
moment of magic. 

He weaved his way 
to the goal-line and, 
rather than cut the ball 
back instinctively, he 
turned and held it 
under pressure from 
two defenders and 
waited for support. 

It came in the form 
of Awaritefe, and

Not enough people are prepared these days to 
come forward and state their opinions on the way 
top club soccer should go. 

At the same time it did seem that the Australian 
scene seemed entirely black and white when 
viewed from Aberdeen, well on the other side of 
the world. 

The opinions that ASW expressed have turned 
out to be very much akin to that stated by re- 
spected columnist Johnny Warren, 

His view? “Either we have a truly National 
League with all major centres represented . . . or 
not have one at all. 

“If not having one we would revert to State 
League like Brazil . . . 

Our view is that clubs who want two NSL 
divisions show much more commonsense than 
they were credited with in THE AUSTRALIAN, 

ASW’s research shows that there are that 
support one NSL, but can’t afford to be i 

In 1989 senior soccer cannot be viewed just 
from the perspective of the couple of clubs who 
Possess property and highly profitable poker 
machines. 

They can pump $500,000/$700,000 into a sea- 
son’s operations, whilst others have to scrimp and 
scrape on much k 

Pity though it is, it is never easy to assist soccer 
by pointing out matters that require urgent re- 
ctification. 

But glossing over problems will always lead to 
decline rather than progress. 

A few home truths would include a true story 
splashed all over one ethnic newspaper of an 
application by a municipal council to wind up the 
affairs of one leading NSL club, to be heard 
tomorrow. 

Another NSL club, an entity that operated last 
year, is before the courts for the same reason. 

It is easy to list clubs in financial difficulties, 
but we will desist because the people concerned 
work hard for the game under impossible 
circumstances, °f 

Several of the present faults need to be cor- 
vected by the Australian Soccer Federation and 
the National Soccer League. 

They have to put financial guidelines in place 
and fully supervise them, as is the sensible prac- 
tice if other major sports. 

Until that happens, the clubs that THE AUS- 
TRALIAN 1 ised will continue to be put at risk 
by the system. 

The ASF and NSL don’t supply an even playing 
field for them. 

They meet their dues to governments and their 
suppliers, whilst some of the so-called success 
stories do not. 

Until this is fixed the clubs that do the right 
thing will continue to be disadvantaged when it 
comes to securing the players who come on to the 
market. 

Does the Marconi Soccer Club run its affairs 
successfully? Of course it does. 

If Mr Tony Labbozzetta, the Marconi Club 
president, were to become NSL president, would 
he bring in the financial reforms needed and the 
budgetting for NSL clubs that is req 

Quite possibly he would find it vi 
to settle in. 

Dealing again wth THE AUSTRALIAN, the 
admission that current Sydney-Melbourne 
domination is causing the league to stagnate com- 
es through. 

It is a point that ASW has continually pushed, 
so it is good to see a recommendation for, say, 
four Sydney clubs, three or four from Melbourne, 
one each from Brisbane, Adelaide, Perth, Wollon- 
gong, Newcastle, Canberra and possibly Hobart 
being made.

Shoulder’s cheap parting England — Potand

In a final interview 
before leaving the 
country which, in the 
end, could not afford 
his considerable 
talents, Shoulder, a 
former senior and 
Young Socceroo coach 
who also set up the 
highly successful Aus- 
tralian Institute of 
Sport program, said

“It is one area where 
we have to improve,” 
he said. “There have 
been cosmetic 
changes, like this latest 
idea to have a commis- 
sion running soccer, 
but basically it’s the 
same people under a 
different name. 

“You still have the 
same vested interests, 
still the same-faces 
who seem to have been 
around since 1066 
[the battle of Hast- 
ings]. It's made 
harder by the federal 
system where states 
are running their own 
show, often in com-

petition to each other, 
and it’s made harder 
by some ethnic clubs 
who have their own in- 
terests. 

“And what worries 
me is that there does 
not seem fo be the will 
to tackle these prob- 

“All the good things 
which have happened 
to Australian soccer 
over the years have 
been as a result of 
what the players have 
done. I cannot think of 
a single advance which 
has been as a direct re- 
sult of what adminis- 
trators have done. 
People may say it is 
sour grapes on my 
part. I feel I am just 
being realistic," 

What would bring 
him back to Austra- 
lia? “‘My family is 
here but professionally 
I do not honestly think 
there is anything that 
could make me return. 
I make my living out of 
full-time football and 
there are simply not 
the jobs here.” 

The ACT had made 
some —_ enormous 
strides. “In 1975 soc- 
cer here was almost a 
laughing stock and 
although there were a 
lot of good people 
doing a lot of work it 
was nothing more than 
What you would expect 
in a big country town. 

“Now we are pro- 
ducing international.

“There are a num- 
ber of factors con- 
tributing to that, not 
the least being NSL 
football which we de- 
sperately need-to get 
back.”

IN 1990 the NSW Soccer Federation in- 
tends to undertake a trial program invol- 
ving four country areas. 

At the conclusion of the year, if results 
appear favourable, a decision could be 
made to extend it into other areas. 


This program would 
necessitate the selection 
of three talented young 
referees from each 
area. 

Preferably they 
would be in the 25 to 35 
age bracket. 

‘They would come to 
Sydney for one 
weekend each month. 

On the Saturday 
they would handle a 
lower division Federa- 
tion fixture and on the 
Sunday attend a State 
League or National 
League match with the 
inspector. 

In this way they 
would have the 
opportunity to improve 
their own performance 
by refereeing at a high- 
er level, receiving qual- 
ity instructions, and 
observing quality role 
models. 

Specialised in- 
structional periods 
could be made ayail- 
able to these referees 
during their weekends 


in Sydney. 

This program should 
accelerate and improve 
the quality of referees 
in country areas in two 
ways. 

Not only will it en- 
hance the performance 
of the three selected in- 
dividuals, but it will 
flow through to the 
other referees in their 
local areas, as they 
pass on what they have 
learnt. 

Video must eventual- 
ly be included in the
